: Inthe yeare 1606. King James did under the Great Seale Li- 


~ cence a Plantation there, which was undertaken by fome Noble 


men, and fome Merchants, conditionally that neither fhould 


lant within an hundred miles the one of the other. The firft, 


Colony confifting ofan hundred husbandmen,fent at the charge, 
for the molt, of the Lord Chicfe Jultice Popham, under the go- 
-yernment of George Popham, in the yeare 1609. entered the 
great River Saga de Hoc, and by the bankes of the {aid River 
{etled themfelves, where they continued. for the {pace of one 
yeare, and thenreturned into England, for that they were not 
able to provide for themfelves, by reafon ofthe deathof boththe 
Pophams, by whofe care and charge they were chiefly governed 
and futained. But their unexpected returne, was fo difpleafing 
to many other Adventurers here, as that tor a good while atter, 
they calt off all care of any further Plantation there. 
Hereupon the French tell uponthofe parts, but they were eafi- 
ly, and fuddenly beaten out by Captaine drgall, 
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After this; ‘with far ereater preparation was Captaine Hobfon. 
fent forth out of Exgland, withtwo oft hofe Natives, who were — 
intended for Interpreters,(as having gotten fome litrle know= 
ledge of our Exg/ifh tongue)in the time ‘of more than two yeares 
abode here. But the voyage was frattrated, by reafon that the 
Natives then were very much incenfed with our Engl men, 
becaufé one Hun an E uglifh man,had not long before moft per- 
fidionfly allured twenty of them into his Shipps, under pre- 
tence of Commerce, and fo perfidioufly carti¢d the away, and 
fold them for fluves unto the Spaniard, 9 “§ 

A third and fourth voyage was performed inthe yeare 1614, 
and 1615, by Captain John Smith, but thofe neither with any 


good fuecefie, for ia the former, he neither difcovered any gol- 


den or filver Mines, nor yet found any fich ufefill W haleés ashe. 
expected. And inthe other voyage, he was taken by the French 
Pirates, and by them for a while detainad. eer don 
A fifth voyage accompanied with a Colony, of 19. families, 
fet forth ftom Plimmonthin the beginning of September, in the 
yeare £620. and onthe nineteenth of November following, they 
entered a nooke of the Sea ten miles from Cape Cod, and there 
they ftayed untill the fixteenth of December. But not liking the 
place, they removed to another more fertill and more commod(. 
ous, Over againft Adiiford Haver, where having built them 2 
Towne, called Plimoth, they have continued for more than 
twenty yeares. And fince withinthefe twelve yeares laft paft, 
many hundreths of familieshave reforted either tonew Plin.. 
mouth, or they have made other plantations, as thofe of Briftal 
neare Cape Anna, and Connock neare Hisnders Bay, where they 
have continued a’ good while, every yeare better and better ace 


commodated with neceffary provifion for life, and not without 


{ome indifferent intercourfe and correfpondency with the Na- — 


tives,upon whom they have thus far wrought, toward the bring- 
ing then toGod, as that they ufually acknowledge the God of 
the Englifb, to be good, but their god (which they call Tanto ) 
to be nought. And yet for feare of the Devill by whom they are 
exprefly prohibited, they dare not frequent our Plantatione, nor 
confer with our men about Chriftian Religion, fo often as they 
Would, Neither indeed is it likely onr men fhould be able to doe 

‘cae | any 
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any good upon thafe(in refpect of ahappy converfionto Chrift) 
fo extreamely feduced and hardened infidels, unleffe they were 
 betterable togivethem Law, and-by aholy violence compell 
- themias it weretocome in, which may be done without any 
~ colour of injuftice, or ercliy, as tending both to their tem porall 
and eternal felicity’; efpecially unleffe they had a greater power 
and meanesto take away their young children, whereby they 
might become ours, and fo be brought to the knowledge of 
Chriftianity, which they might fucceffefully impart unto their 


miferable feduced parents, at leaft they would be fure to fticke 


- faft tothet moft bleffed and faving doctrine they learned in their 
youth. And this rule ought generally tobe obferved in all other 
our Plantations in America, either made, or to be made. 

I might adde many other generall and particular obfervations 
concerning New England, but it would not agree with my for- 
mer propofall, which was not to write allof any place,but fome- 
what.ot every place. Wherefore (leaving thofe who are defi- 
rous of farther information to many Exglifs Authors, who have 
more fully writ ofthat Countrey) I proceed to the Durch Plan-

this courfe being carefully performed: They have befides {tore of 
rafle, {tore of Exglifh and Indiaw graine ; yeas I have been cre- 
dibly informed by divers perfons of good worth, that they have 
many fields belonging toa Plantation, where the ground yecld- 
ethgreater increafe upon bare tillagethan ours here in England 

doth, with the molt chargeable, and moft painfull husbandry. 
Among the fruitfull trees of the Wood, the prime are the Oak,

ftood, a yeare or two before they had firft burnt them. own,and 
then rooted+them up, are chiefly Welt-Judian Wheat,and Peaze, 
which being fetin April, (foure wheat and two peaze graines,in 
{cveral holes diftant foure foot each from other 3 Jin Augult they 
receive a wonderfull increafe, every ftalke bearing ufually two 
or three cares, and every caretwo hundred, fome five hundred 
graines, which are as big, and as fweet, as our Rounfevals; but’ 
our Country-men (befides'the Indian graine ) doe now fow in 
great quantity our’ Wheat, Barley, Peaze and Oats,*and receive 
ufually as you have heard, a greater increafe than our Englifoland

The Beafts which the North part of Virginia, of it {elf oford= 
eth, whofe flefh yeeld wholefome nouriihment, are upon the 
matter only Deere, of feverall kinds, Caltors, Hares, and Squir- 
rels as big as our Conneys, and with either of the it aboundeth. 
But befides thefe, our Plantations doe at this prefent fo abound — 
with Neat and Swine, as that they feed more plentifully on them 
than they need ; and as I have been credibly informed by divers

Inthe year 1606. at the charge of fome Nobles and Citizens, 


under the Government of Malter Neoport, 8 Colony of about an 
hundred men, was fent into this North part of Virginia; The 
firft part where they began to build and plant, wasat Cape Hex- 
ry, where at the fir they were kindly received by the Natives, 
but it continued not long; for within a while they refufed to fup- 
ply them with any provifion of victuals, and in the end they fet 
upon them both by treachery wind force; £0 fubdue them, which 
they ne espe with{tood, being almoft famifhed, and had un- 


doubtedly ail forthwith perifhed, had not there then a new fup- 


ply ofan hundred and twenty more men; and of proportionable 

provifion happily arrived ot of England, under the conduct. of ° 
the forefaid Matter Meoport, in whole abfence Captain Swmith 
was Governour ; but this was but a {hort refrefhing, by reafon 


that a great partof their, provifion was confumed by cafualty of

Themoft remarkable was undertaken by Ferdinando a Soto, 


from the yeare 1'5 36, ‘unto 1541, in which time he withhis Ar- ~ 


mie of nine hundred foot; and five hundred ‘horfe, ‘were the 
preater part confumed, having not found out (what they chiefly 
fought after) any golden or filver mines ; theremainder of his 
fouldidiers, which were not a fourth part of thofe he brought 
from Cuba; were after his death under the conduct of Lwdovie 
‘cus Mofcofus, brought into’ N ova Hispania; not without great 
difficulty, being often fiercely fet upon, and profecuted by the 


Natives. After which very chargeableand unprofperous voyage * 


of Hernandus the Spaniard for many yeares did intermit an 
further {earch of Florida, whieh indeed was never throustily 


‘by’ them, as having’ @arehed ho further than that part of the 


Countrey, which'lyeth oppofite to the Gulfé of Neva Hispania, 
atid not within and beyond the Straits of B ohema; lying towards

wel provided, by the procurement of Colss(that molt worthy

-neths at the River of Do/phines, lying about the 30 degree, and 
from thence following the Sea-coaft towards the North, they _ 
came toa very fafe Port,which they named Port Riail,neare un- 


to which they built Char/es Fort, about the degreeof 3:2, neare 
adjoyning tothe Sea-coalt of Virginia, But by reafon of gvext 
civill war that as then happened very fierce in France, a long ex- 
pected fupply being not fent from thence, a mutiny arofeamong 


his fouldiers,fo as Ridaldus though he was well entertained,and. 


fupplyed by the Natives, was inforced to returneinto France,af- 
ter {ome difcovery made of the North-caft part of Florida, not 
without the loffe of fome men, though of more money ; And in 
his returne (for want of victuals) they killed one of their owne 
men, and had hardly ever againe recovered France, but that they 
were unexpectedly furnifhed with fome vidtuals by an €xelife 
’ After this the civill war ceafing in France,and Colinus the Ad- 
mirall returning againe into grace with the King, Landonerin 


the twentieth of May 1544, fet forth with three {hips well fur- 


nithed for Florida, where he arrived the twentiethot June, and 
was friendly received by the Natives,but could not find any gold 
or filver Mines, though he {pent much travell and time in fearch 


_ after them, fo long as his provifion was all {pent; And the Na- 


tives growing both unable, and unwilling to fupply him any 
longer,he'was refolved to have returned into France,if the fore- 
faid Ribaldus had not againe arrived there with three {mall fhips 


out of France ; whofe expected comming as it was very joyful. 


tothe French, fo the Natives feemed to be highly pleafed theres 
with, asfoure of their petty Kings, the Kings.of Homoloa Sera- 
vatri, Almacam, Malica and Caffri, came forth to congratu- 
late Ribaldus arrivall, and promifed to conduct the French unto 
the Mountaines of Apalattri, where {tore of red Mettall was to 
be had, which they fuppofed to be gold : But this great hope of 
the French foong vanithed, by reafon of the Spaniards comming 
{uddenly upon them with great fhips every way well prepared, 
Npoa 
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ae so ae eee 
tipon whofe approach the French tole away to {ea, but were 
torthwith puriued by the Spaniard, whom though theyasthen 
efcaped, yet were they bya violent tempelt, after fhipwrack and 
lofle of tome of their men, againe catt upon the coalt of Florida, 
- about fix and wenty miles higher. to the North-ealt towards . 
Virginia, where they were forthwith fet upon bythe Spaxiard, = 
beaten out of their Forts,and almoft all cruelly flaine,to the num- 
‘ber.of fixchtindred, among which Ribaldus the Governour was 
onesthough heyeelded himfelf among other conditions, to have 
his lifefpared ; Lasdonerizs and fome few of the Freach e{ca- 
ped hardly to their fhips,.and fo returned into France, having — 
calt off all future hopes.of Florida, which was now left to the 
difpofe ofthe cruch Spaniard; neither did the Freach King (for - 
that he greatly difked, ifaot-hated Proteftants, and fuch were 
thefe thatwereflaine in Florida )fo regard the mercilefle flaugh- 
terof his people, as everafter fo muchas attempt the lealt re- 
wenge of their bloud, whichyet two yeares after one Adonfier 
Gurgius,a private man, at his owne charge with 280 mca tran- 
{ported in three fhips, was molt valiantly undcrizken, and Wo 
leffe happily effected, by the help of the Natives, whoupon his 
firftarrivall, out of an invetcrate hatred to the Spaniard, their ine 
folent outragions oppofers,joyned with him cogs flaughter,and 
utter extirpating of them out of Florida ; and yet for all this 
compleat vittory, the valiant Gurgiw, though earneltly invited 
by the Natives, would not venture with fo {malla force, to fay 
jongin Florida,.as knowing ery well that the bloudyrevenge- - 
full\Spaviard might tna fhort time from Cuba, Hispaniola, or 
othér there neare adjoyning Plantations, invade him with far 
eseater forces, and therefore within a while returned, where he 
tound his worthy fervice to be fo di(pleafing tothe King and his 
Popifh Lords, as he was faine a good while to hide himfelfe, 
and to fly for his life, and after this we doe not heare that the 
French did ever venture into Florida any more. aa 
Neither yet hath the Spaniard obtained any ftrong footing 
there, foras yet they haveno Towneof any note toward the fea 
of Adexico, and but two whichlye towards the Northerne fea, 
the one ( which is chiefcft ) called Saint Avguftines, the other 
Saint AZatthevves, of great difficulty to betaken byafmallNavy,

© ‘The next province is Jagvagua upon the South Coalt, 
wherein ftandeth Sas Domingo, the onely chiefe City of the 
fland built by Bartholomens C lumbus Anno 1494.0n the Ealt- 
Gide of the River O/ama, out afterwards removed by Vicolas 
- Obando to the Weitfide. It is neatly built and (tatcly with 
froncs, and environed witha frong wall.
